NATO FOLLOWING SAME OLD LINE 


New York. America lias 
managed to force Its West Euro- 
pean partners to reaffirm their 
agreement to tho decision on 
the Instalment In Western 
Europe of new American 
medium-range nuclear missiles 
(imposed on them earlier by 
Washington). This follows from 
tho communique summing up a 
two -day session at Colorado 
Springs, USA, of the NATO 
Nuclear Planning Group, at- 
tended by the defence ministers 
of 13 out of Ihe 15 member-states. 
Under pressure from US Sec- 
retary of Defense, C. Weinber- 
ger, tho group look a uegc live 
view of Iho Soviet decision to 
suspend Urn deployment of 
medium-range nuclear missiles 
west of the Urals. Seeking to 
substantiate their position, the 
ministers claimed that tho iu- 
iUntlvo would allegedly per- 
petuate tho Russian monopoly 
in missiles. 


Delegates, however, refrained 
from openly castigating lhat 
part of the Soviet initiatives 
which envisage sizeable cut- 
backs, SB from 19B2, in the 
number oE Soviet medium-range 
missiles provided there Is no 
further escalation In Interna- 
tional tension. The ministers 
simply brushed aside these pro- 
posals as if they had never 
been made and declared lhat 
under the Soviet Initiatives the 
Russians would not have to 
destroy o single missile. 

The Colorado Springs session 
revealed a measure of disagree- 
ment between tho USA and Its 
allies on a range of lmporlanl 
Issues. The West European 
members of NATO ami Canada 
npenly voiced iheir displeasure 
at Washington's refusal to 
IPs umo constructive talks with 
the Soviet Union on limiting and 
cutting bads strategic nuclear 
armaments.

About halt the world's deposits ol Iron ore are to 
be found on Soviet territory, writes the VOPROSY 
ECONOMIK! magazine. 15 per cent ol the lota/ 
known reserves are rich ores containing an average 
of over 55 per cent ol Iron, which do not need en- 
richment. 67 per ccnf ol ores have to be enriched by 
simple methods and only 18 pci cent require complex 
enrichment. 

The largest Iron ore dcposffs in fire USSR are found 
fn ihe Ukraine, In ihe confrai region of iho RSFSR, in 
ICazakhsfan, Siberia and /he Ureris. These areas confain 
85 per cent oi our counfry's fron ore reserves. The 
country mainly mines rich and easily cnrlchable ores , 
wllh rich ores accounting for 17 per cent ol the entire 
production.

It la expected fhai the module will meet up with 
iiaiiey on March 8, 1086, about 270 days iafer. h is 
thought that the module will pass the comet al a dis- 
tance ol no more than 10,000 kilometres. 

Tho space station's encounter wi/h Halley will pro- 
vide o unique opportunity ol obtaining information on 
Ihe sirucfuie ol the comet’s nucleus , and on its suriace 
and ohcmicai campos/lion.

CLIMATE TO ORDER 


The climatic conditions of the 
north and subtropical areas can 
now be reproduced by scien- 
tists from lhe Chief Botanical 
Gardens at the Kazakh Aca- 
demy of Sciences. 

A device for creeling micro- 
climate has been offered to 
scientists by A. Usikov, a 
worker from Alma-Ata. It Is 
provided with glass domes 
which form lenses when Med 
wllh water. Tbetr convex sides 
are turned towards each other. 
When .distilled water Is poured 
Into one of Qib lenses, It con- 
centrates solar energy and the 
air In the hothouse 1 b heated. - 
The other lens which Is not 
filled with water, disperses the 
light. The device can operate 
under different regimen de- 
pending on whether there ts 
water In one, or both lenses, 
or In neither of them. The re- 
gulation of the microclimate * 8 
ensured by the quantity of the 
liquid poured info tha lenses.

Leonov received Ills firsl liivltalloji to take 
part lu a Him when he was allll In Ihe 4tli 
class. And although Ihe Him was, In Ihe end, 
oover made, Zhenya became blflon by the act- 
ing bug. When, In 1047, be graduated Irom the 
Moscow Drama Studio, ho lolued the Stanislav- 
sky Theutre Company In Moscow. 

Leonov began Ills career with comedy rolca 
(or which tie had n natural talent. Ills appear- 
ance may have hod something to do with this, 
llioro enma a niomenl when people began 10 
itescrJbo him as follows: "Even If II Is a had 
comedy, Leonov la always tunny. He Is a born 
comic— comedy Li bis element". Wlwl did Leo- 
nov think o! Ibis description! Or rather, was 
he satisfied With concentrating on only one 
aidft of the ading profession— that of comedy? 

"Perhaps my round face Is responsible, lor 1. 
myself, ant anything but cheerful," Leonov was 
once heard to say. "f hove no cunfldenca In Ihe 
nnu-versetlle actor, lu real life no ntie exists 
on one level alone Hint this makes all discus- 
sion of the purity of a stereotyped succession 
of roles meaning less. 1 ' 

After a lot of very successful comedy roles, 
Leonov turned to Ihe moro coni plicated Held 
ol screen versions of literary works. In "Stories 
of the Dou", based on Ihe tale by Mikhail 
Sholokhov— a dramatic movie about combat aud 
betrayal which posed many questions— Leonov 
ployed the pari ol Ibo soldier, Slilbalok; In 
"Byelorussian Railway Terminus" tie was Pri- 
khodko, the veteran, who fought In the war and 
met up, many yean later, with his fellowmen- 
al-armi; In The Bonus", he was Brigadier Pota- 
pov who defended the I ruth at whatever Ihe 
price... Such an unexpected change of direction 
| at first puzzled his tans, then cinema-goers, critics
